Now is ihe time to begin fertilizing 
any fruit tree, Imt with our peaches 
we must la* caret ill to apply the proper 
thing, for it is fruit we wailt now. and 
not a rapid growth ol wood, lienee it 
is potash or wood ashes we must 
apply, with ju«t enough of soiiieaiiiinn- 
mated manure, toaet on i lie dormant 
elements of the former to make it 
available for the use of the plant. 
Last season with my own trees, I used 
wood ashes pretIy liberally, and most 
of it is v-ct in 11soil.

An instructive commentary on the 
too sweeping condemnation of meth¬ 
ods ditfereiit from ourovviiis furnished 
by the statistics lately published of 
the effect of I lie It rooks high liceifse 
law in I'ennsylvama. MV have no 
more use for bar rooms, high or low 
licensed, than the most ardent prohi 
hitionist, lint we are willing to take 
half a loaf ra'ther than 110 bread, and 
in spite of tlie. coiilident statement by 
prohibition organs that high license 
and other half-way measures failed to 
reduce drunkenness, if the) were not 
postively conducive to it, the result m 
I'ennsy lyania liasev iilent ly been good. 
The records show that under t he new 
law the commitment* to prison tor 
crimes resulting from liquor, which are 
a large share of all crimes, instead of 
increasing with increase of population 
have been reduced to less than two- 
thirds nt the number for the previous 
year, while the commit incuts for 
drunkenness have been only one-quar¬ 
ter of theold number,and one .Sunday 
out of four now passes wit limit a single 
wotnmi being arrested for drunken¬ 
ness. This is a long way short of com¬ 
plete redemption, hut it is certainly 
substantial progress, and the best of 
it is that the foretaste thits given the 
people of immunity from drunkenness 
has gone far to make f hem drsirecom- 
plcte prohibit ion and to believe in i; s 
ultimate possibility. The State votes 
on a prohibitory amendment to its 
const it ut ion oil t lie 18t 11 of .lillie.

gone through in say four days (it the 
outside. The simple fact is that our 
railways have not yet waked up to 
t lie necessity of I lie case and I he protit 
of doing the business right. A train of 
fruit cars ran be put through solid, 
with only a change of engines, from 
■lacksouville to New York orCinciu- 
nat i, and t bereft in* is easier to make 
schedule time with than a passenget 
train, prov ided only that it he kept to 
itself ami a proper schedule arranged 
for it with tlie same care that would 
Is* given to a passenger schedule. 
M’lien that is done it will he found 
that a fruit train will pay better than 
a passenger train, and therefore the 
roads can well afford to give it the 
same at tent ion and dispatch, hut so 
long as the fruit cars must lake their 
chance with general freight trains, 
stopping for all sorts of purposes, 
making no cert a in connect ions, t a king 
equal chance in every accumulation 
of freight which may occur 011 the way, 
oftcnTjbqniring several days of regular 
freight service to catch up with, only 
to be tigain blocked at the next stage; 
so long shall wi* have In HiitfcM he loss 
of our fruit, and so long will the busi¬ 
ness of the railways in carrying it be 
of doubtful protit. It is a safe maxim 
in railway .working that any method 
> which is unprpfitalile to shippers must 
in I lie long run be miprolitalile to l In- 
railway, and there is notliiug lo which 
it applies with more force than tolls* 
transportation of our fruit and vege¬ 
tables. .lust as soon as the railways 
.are prepared to guarantee a rapid 
and cheap ser, ice, and to assume an
